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1* Returning troops of the 6th G u ards Tank Division considerably increased the 
occupation strength of the barracks installations in Wittenberg during the 
period of 24 September to 6 October. Nine armored scout vehicles, tanks, 
armored personnel carriers and 250 to 300 uniformed women were among the 
vehicles and troops returning to the Tauentzien Kaserne. Thirteen T~34 tanks 
and 10 SP guns went to the Flak Kaserne which is now occupied by about 3500 
men and 250 uniformed women. Three SP guns and 3 armored personnel carriers 
went to the Beseler Kaserne which is now occupied by about 1200 men and 300 
uniformed women. The occupation strength of the Arado Kaserne on the
